SOME NOTEWORTHY EVENTS 
IN THE 


HISTORY OF NEW ZEALAND HEALTH SERVICES 


Captain Cook visited New Zealand on "Endeavour". The 
ship had two surgeons. One, Monkhouse, was responsible 
for first Maori gun-shot fatality - and the first doctor 


to describe firearm wounds in a dead Maori. 


Possession of New Zealand taken on behalf of King George 


III. 


First sealing party landed at Dusky Sound. 
Exploitation of resources, mainly spars and whale oil, 


and European settlement, began. 


Mohanga, first Maori to visit London, was taken there by 


Dr John Savage, an English surgeon. 


Matara, visited London with Marsden, caught a cold and 
became consumptive. He died soon after his return to 


New Zealand.

1814 First missionary (Rev. Samuel Marsden) introduced the 
Christian religion. 


1828 Influenza affected Maoris and Europeans. 


1835 + Measles introduced by way of whaling ships from Sydney; 
1837 severe among South Island Maoris. 


1838  R.C. Bishop Pompallier and associates arrived. Severe 


epidemic of influenza. 


1840 Treaty of Waitangi. 
Public meeting called at Kororareka to discuss the 
establishment there of a public hospital. This attempt 
was abortive. 
First known case of smallpox - from emigrant ship from 
England. A quarantine tent was erected on east side of 


"Lambton Harbour". 


1841 A hospital institution - presumably military - had been 
established in Auckland by this date. 
Employment of untrained nurses at “Auckland Hospital". 


Government appointed first Colonial Surgeon. 


1842 Auckland Municipal Corporation Bill required that "the 
good health and convenience" of inhabitants be provided 


for.

Ordinance to provide for the regulation of harbours - 


Part II concerned with quarantine. 


1844 Maori leaders petitioned Government to assist them to 
improve the conditions of their people by providing 
English-style hospitals. 


1846 Lieutenant Governor Grey (appointed 1845) offered material 
assistance to a scheme for providing mixed hospitals, and 
Government consented to grant money for the erection of 
hospitals in Auckland, Wellington, Wanganui and Taranaki. 
Foundation stone of Wellington hospital laid on a native 
reserve at Thorndon. This hospital was for the 
treatment of sick and destitute Europeans, with free 


treatment for all natives. 


1847 Wellington hospital opened as first public hospital in 
New Zealand. Medical Superintendent: 
Dr John Patrick Fitzgerald. 
Auckland Hospital founded. 


Whooping cough recorded. 


1848 Scarlet fever among Auckland settlers. 


1850 New Munster Medical Practitioners Act. (Registration of 


Doctors) 


1851 First Dunedin hospital established, on ground in the

Constitution promulgated on 6th September 1953 (Act 
30/6/52) divided colony into six provinces — Auckland, 
Taranaki, Wellington, Nelson, Canterbury, Otago. 


1854 Scarlet fever, and severe outbreak of measles. 
Regulations gazetted amplifying provisions for quarantine 
(at first enforced only in Auckland; from 1856 applied 
to entire colony). 
Parliament appointed committee to consider "the best means 
of introducing the most complete system of vaccination 
among the natives" (by the late fifties two thirds had 
been vaccinated). 
Public Reserves Act -—- General Government transferred 
hospital endowments to a Board of Commissioners and the 


control of hospitals was vested in Provincial Councils. 


1855 Death registration made compulsory. 


1858 Scarlet fever brought on ship “Java". 


1860 Typhoid appeared as epidemic disease - introduced by 


succession of immigrant ships. 


1861 Discovery of goldfields and influx of immigrants 


increased demand for hospitals.
